100%  Placement  Rate  in  Law 
and  Med  Schools 


The  SJC  Class  of  2001  graduated  a 
short  month  ago,  yet  many  of  them  have 
already  found  that  a  Saint  Joseph's  Col¬ 
lege  education  can  reap  impressive  re¬ 
wards.  One  example  of  the  respect 
granted  to  SJC  graduates  is  their  place¬ 
ment  rate  into 
post-baccalaure- 
ate  programs. 

This  year,  1 00%  of 
the  SJC  students 
who  applied  to 
medical  and  law 
schools  were  ac¬ 
cepted  into  well- 
respected  pro¬ 
grams. 

"Actually,  I 
am  not  surprised 
by  the  accep¬ 
tance  rate,"  says 
Dr.  David 

Chattin,  Acting 
President  at  Saint 
Joseph's  College.  "While  it  is  the  first 
time  in  many  years  that  both  pre-law  and 
pre-med  reached  a  100%  acceptance  rate 
in  the  same  year,  we  have  had  a  consis¬ 
tently  high  placement  rate  for  many  years 
in  both  areas." 

Graduates  of  the  SJC  pre-law  pro¬ 
gram  have  an  impressive  track  record  and 
have  attended  some  of  the  finest  law 
schools  in  the  country,  including  North¬ 
western,  New  York  University,  Loyola, 
Notre  Dame,  Vanderbilt,  and  Harvard. 
This  year,  each  of  the  five  graduating 
seniors  who  applied  to  law  schools  were 
accepted  into  programs.

Serna  has  chosen 
to  attend  MCW.  Bailey  and  Cantrell  have 
both  chosen  to  attend  the  I.U.  School  of 
Medicine. 

Students  from  the  SJC  Departments 
of  Chemistry  and  Biology  have  been  suc¬ 
cessful  securing  admission  to  other  post¬ 
baccalaureate  programs  as  well.  This 
year,  three  seniors,  Traci  Wall,  Megan

Associates  to  make  a  request  for  federal  funding  to 
stabilize  Drexel  Hall.  Visits  were  made  to  the  Office  of 
Congressman  Steve  Buyer,  whose  legislative  assis¬ 
tant  is  Susan  Welter  '00,  and  to  Senator  Richard 
Lugar's  Office.  A  social  visit  was  paid  to  Thomas

Faculty  Awards 

At  a  banquet  in  April,  a  Teach- 
ing  Excellence  Award  was  pre¬ 
sented  to  Teresa  (Scanlon) 
Massoels  ‘89,  Assistant  Professor 
of  Computer  Science.  Massoels 
teaches  a  number  of  departmental 
offerings,  such  as  Applications 
Programming  and  Software  Engi¬ 
neering.  "I  enjoy  getting  students 
excited  about  what  they  can  do  with 
a  Computer  Science  degree,"  she 
says.  "The  directions  one  can  go 
with  a  CS  degree 
are  endless,  and 
it  is  rewarding 
helping  students 
find  out  what  di¬ 
rection  they  wish 
to  go  into." 

The  Edwin 
G.  Kaiser  Faculty 
Scholar  Award 
was  presented 
to  Neal  Haskell, 

Assistant  Pro¬ 
fessor  of  Biol¬ 
ogy.  Haskell  has 
been  in  high  de¬ 
mand  as  there 
has  been  a  grow¬ 
ing  interest  by 
law  enforcement 
to  include  foren¬ 
sic  entomology, 
the  study  of 
"bug  evidence" 
as  Haskell  calls  it,  along  with  other 
evidence  in  murder  cases.  Haskell 
is  a  Forensic  Entomology  Consult¬ 
ant  and  has  been  involved  in  over 
450  death  investigation  cases 
since  1981.  These  investigations, 
some  of  which  were  high-profile 
murder  cases,  took  place  in  43  states 
in  the  U.S.,  two  provinces  in 
Canada,  Germany,  Mexico,  and 
Belize. 

Honorary  Degrees 

Three  Doctor  of  Humane  Let¬ 
ters,  Honoris  Causa,  degrees  were 


awarded  at  this  year’s  commence¬ 
ment  ceremony.  John  Boler  and  his 
wife,  Mary  Jo,  were  each  recipients 
of  the  degree.

Boler  is  the  chair¬ 
man  and  founder  of  The  Boler  Com¬ 
pany,  which  today  is  among  the  larg¬ 
est  privately-held  vendors  to  the 
transportation  industry.  John  and 
Mary  Jo  were  married  in  1957;  they 
have  five  children  and  nine  grand¬ 


children. 

The  third  degree  was 
awarded  to  Father  Dominic  B. 
Gerlach,  C.PP.S.,  ‘46  for  a  lifetime 
of  service  to  Saint  Joseph's  College. 
Gerlach  arrived  at  Saint  Joseph’s 
College  in  1952  and  taught  at  the 
College  until  1995,  when  he  formally 
retired.  Since  that  time,  Gerlach  has 
been  active  as  the  C.PP.S.  Commu¬ 
nity  Historian,  and  has  been  in¬ 
volved  in  a  number  of  significant 
projects  which  chronicle  the  history 
of  Saint  Joseph's  as  well  as  the 
C.PP.S.  community.

NATIONALLY  RANKED  PUMAS  FARE  WELL  IN  FIRST 

ANNUAL  PUMA  INVITATIONAL 

On  April  28,  2001,  Coach  Bill  Massoels’s  ‘89  Pumas  hosted  their  first 
track  and  field  meet  at  the  Michael  J.  Vallone/Class  of  1960  Track  and 
Field  Complex  at  Saint  Joseph’s  College.  At  this  meet,  the  First  Annual 
Puma  Invitational,  the  nationally  ranked  Pumas  finished  first  in  24  of 
the  40  events.  Sophomore  Maria  Toledo  provisionally  qualified  in  the 
3,000  steeplechase  with  a  time  of  11:54.08,  while  sophomore  Jason 
Johnson  broke  the  school  record  with  his  throw  of  173’01”  in  the 
javelin.  The  three  other  teams  participating  were  Lewis  University, 
Benedictine  University  and  the  University  of  Indianapolis. 


KOCZAN  AND  THOMAS 
HIGHLIGHT  PUMA  TRACK 
TEAMS  2001  SEASON 

Under  the  direction  of  head  coach 
Bill  Massoels  ‘89,  the  nationally 
ranked  Puma  men's  track  team 
finished  in  third  place  in  the 
GLVC,  both  in  the  indoor  and 
outdoor  championships  this  past 
season.  In  the  GLVC  Indoor 
Championships,  the  Pumas' 
senior  thrower  Joe  Koczan  earned 
All-GLVC  Honors  in  the  shot  put 
and  35#  weight  throw  by  placing 
first  in  both  events  and  breaking 
the  conference  records  in  both. 
Koczan  was  named  the  GLVC 
Men's  Athlete  of  the  Year  for  the 
Indoor  season  as  well  as  the 
Great  Lakes  Region  Athlete  of  the 
Year  for  the  Indoor  Season. 

Koczan  and  his  senior  teammate 
Aaron  Thomas  both  qualified  for 
the  Indoor  Nationals  in  Boston  as 
Thomas  earned  All-American 
Status  with  his  8th  place  finish  in 
the  weight.  Koczan  finished  1 1  th 
in  the  shot  put  and  12th  in  the 
discus.  Thomas  and  the  men's 
4x200  relay  team  earned  All-GLVC 
honors  also  for  the  indoor 
season. 

In  the  outdoor  season  the  Pumas 
also  finished  3rd  in  the  GLVC 
Championships  as  four  Pumas 
earned  All-GLVC  honors:  Tim 
Newman  in  the  1500,  Jared  Weller 
in  the  10,000,  Koczan  in  the  shot 
put  and  discus,  and  Aaron 


Thomas  in  the  hammer.  Koczan 
finished  18th  in  the  nation  in  the 
discus  and  in  the  shot  put.  SJC 
finished  22nd  in  the  nation  in  the 
outdoor  poll  and  finished  the 
indoor  season  14th. 

NOON,  KLEINMAUS 
HIGHLIGHT  PUMA 
WOMEN'S  TRACK  SEASONS 

The  Puma  women's  track  teams 
finished  the  indoor  and  outdoor 
seasons  third  in  the  GLVC 
Championships.  In  the  Indoor 
Championships,  the  Pumas 
finished  with  All-GLVC  Honors  in 
four  events:  the  200  hurdles 
(sophomore  Melissa  Kleinmaus 
took  1st  place),  shot  put  (fresh¬ 
man  Sarah  Garman  took  2nd), 
weight  (Kim  Noon  took  2nd),  and 
the  4x200  relay.  In  the  Outdoor 
Championships,  a  number  of 
Pumas  earned  All-GLVC  honors: 
Melissa  Kleinmaus  (400  hurdles, 
heptathlon  and  hammer),  Kim 
Noon  (hammer  and  javelin), 

Alexis  Virtue  (10,000),  Nancy

nationals;  she  finished  53rd  in  the 
3,000  steeplechase. 

PUMA  MEN  FINISH  WITH 
10TH  MOST  WINS  IN 
SCHOOL  HISTORY 

The  men's  basketball  team 
finished  their  2000-01  season  with 
a  18-13  overall  record  and  all-9 
conference  record,  which  placed 
them  in  fourth  place  in  the  Great 
Lakes  Valley  Conference.  Eigh¬ 
teen  wins  is  the  most  since  the 
1993-94  season,  when  SJC 
finished  with  a  20-8  overall  record 
and  the  10th  most  wins  in  school 
history.  The  Pumas  advanced  to 
the  GLVC  Tournament  semi-finals, 
where  they  lost  91-88  to  then  #2 
ranked  Southern  Indiana.
